Roumanian Troops and Peasants Meet in Battle and
are Killed and Three Hundred Wounded Parlia-

ment Hastens to Action.

Bucharest, Itoumanla, March 27. .in
neiiorta havo been received hero of
a tegular battle between peasants
a:.d .troops In the btreets of Alexan-
dria, Wallachla, about 00 miles from
Bucharest. Sixty men ero killed
and 300 wero wounded before tho
rioters were repulsed. Alexandria
has been placed under marital law.

Four thousand peasants from the
districts Teleorman nnd Vlashlca
havo joined forces and aro now
marching on Buchaiest. A minor
state of siege has been proclaimed
here and the military
havo taken measures to prevent the
roolted peasants fiom invading tho
city. Should the peasants refuse to
ictirc, orders havo bosn issued to
tho troops to use shrapnel against
them. Soldiers rind large bodies cr
police have boon stationed in tho
Jewish quarters of Bucharest for the
protection of the inhabitants.

Olio thousand troops under the
command of General Cornlceano
havo boon concentrated In tho vicin-
ity of tho capital for tho protection
against a peasant attack, and In the
fear of such an octuneiu-e- , the rnyal
palace has been surrounded with nr.
tillery.
